AFL-CIO President Geo rge Meany 
said Mo nday the unio ns will refuse to 
handle the grain cargo es until the Fo rd 
administratio n guarantees that co n­ 
sumers are pro tected fro m higher 
prices and takes steps to pro v ide mo re 
wo rk fo r American seamen. 
The bo y co tt is being impo sed at 
Great I^akes, Gulf and East Co ast 
po rts because the grain sales to the 
So v iet Unio n wo uld “ co st American 
co nsumers billio ns o f do llars,” Meany 
to ld newsmen in Washingto n. 
The sto p-wo rk o rder came after the 
In tern atio n al 
L o ngsh o rem en ’s 
Asso ciatio n and fiv e o ther AFL-CIO 
m aritim e 
unio ns 
last 
mo nth 
threatened to bo y co tt the new So v iet 
grain shipments. 
There was no immediate reactio n 
fro m Fo rd administratio n o fficials. 
Ho wev er, Go v . Ro bert F. Bennett o f 
Kansas — the natio n’s biggest wheat- 
pro ducing state — called the bo y co tt 
“ arro gant.” 
“ The refusal o f lo ngsho remen to 
lo ad American wheat o n v essels bo und 
fo r the So v iet Unio n is an ill-co nceiv ed 
grandstand play that co uld hav e tragic 
co nsequences fo r the wheat-pro ducing 
Midwest and 
o ur 
entire 
natio n,” 
Bennett said. 
The go v erno r urged President Fo rd 
“ to take quick and fo rceful actio n to 
see that the ex po rt o f U. S. grain is no t 
disrupted.” 
Bo ard members o f the Kansas Farm 
Bureau directed Jo hn Junio r Arm­ 
stro ng, their president, to inv estigate 


the po ssibility o f a $l*billio n class 
actio n suit against the AFL-CIO and 
the Internatio nal Lo ngsho remen’s 
Asso ciatio n. 
“ It’s hard to believ e that o ne man 
can 
bring 
eco no m ic 
hav o c 
o n 
American agriculture, but Meany did 
it,” Armstro ng said. 
Meany said o rders were issued 
Mo nday to sto p handling grain o n two 
ships in the Po rt o f Ho usto n until it can 
be determined whether the cargo in­ 
v o lv es new purchases o r shipments 
under an earlier deal. Old purchases 
will be lo aded, he said. 
Ho wev er, lo ngsho remen in Ho usto n 
co ntinued to lo ad grain bo und fo r 
Russia. A spo kesman fo r the AFli-CIO 
said later there apparently was a lag 
befo re the lo ngsho remen 
receiv ed 
o fficial o rders no t to lo ad ships. 
Citing rising prices fo r flo ur, wheat, 
co rn and so y beans o v er the past 
mo nth, Meany to ld a news co nference 
the new grain purchases will “ giv e the 
Russians an o pen do o r to o ur priv ate 
grain m arket... in a way that is go ing 
to co st the American co nsumer billio ns 
o f do llars.” 
“ The American ho usewife is still 
pay ing” fo r the 19 72 grain deal which 
resulted in higher do mestic prices, 
Meany said, asserting that “ this is no t 
go ing to happen again.” 
Meany suggested that any new grain 
purchases sho uld be made o n a 
go v ernm ent-to -go v ernm ent 
basis 
instead o f permitting priv ate industry 
to nego tiate the sales. 
The grain bo y co tt affects po rts o n 
the East and Gulf co asts and the Great 
I.akes, where the lo ngsho remen’s un­ 
io n represents do ck wo rkers. West 
co ast do ck wo rkers are represented by 
an independent unio n which has no t 
jo ined the pro test. 


Detente Is No License 
For Meddling, Ford Says 


San Francisco 
Police On Strike 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — Snipers 
fired sho ts at a po lice statio n early 
to day , 
less than 
12 
ho urs 
after 
po licemen unpinned their badges and 
ho isted picket signs in a strike fo r 
mo re pay . 


Striking po licemen at the statio n 
abruptly left their picket lines after the 
sho o ting began and helped arrest three 
y o ung men. 
In an earlier incident, an angry 
m o to rist ran o v er two picketing 
po licemen. 
City o fficials hav e pledged that the 
strike will no t lead to a reign o f 
lawlessness. 
Mo re than 9 0 per cent o f the 1,9 3 5 - 
member fo rce struck Mo nday af­ 
terno o n after the San Francisco Bo ard 
o f Superv iso rs refused to meet pay 
hike demands by the 1,800-member 
Po lice Officers Asso ciatio n. 
Picket lines immediately went up 
o utside the city ’s nine po lice statio ns, 
including headquarters at the Hall o f 
Justice. 
Po lice repo rted two sniping 
in­ 
cidents at the Ingleside statio n 
beginning at 1:25 a.m. Sho ts were fired 


fro m the San Francisco City Co llege 
area and fro m a nearby co nstructio n 
firm. 
Officers inside the statio n shut o ff all 
lights, and po lice picketing o utside 
discarded their signs and jo ined in a 
chase o f three teen-agers who fled o n 
fo o t to an auto , o fficer Jim Canno n 
said. 
One o f the fleeing men was wo unded 
in the fo o t befo re the three were 
arrested and bo o ked fo r inv estigatio n 
o f attempted murder and assault o n a 
po lice o fficer, Canno n said. 
The three were identified by po lice 
as Terrence Ng, 19 , Calv in Wo o , 18, 
and Mike Ming Lo o , 19 , who was 
treated at a ho spital fo r a fo o t wo und. 
No o ther injuries were repo rted. 
The sho ts fired fro m the co nstructio n 
site were fro m a heav y -caliber rifle, 
Canno n said. No o ne was arrested in 
that incident. 
Earlier, two striking po licemen were 
hit by a car as they picketed o utside 
the Missio n statio n. No nstriking po lice 
arrested Tho mas Ox tien, 5 0, at a bar 
abo ut midnight, said Sgt. 
James 
McCarthy . 
Neither 
o fficer 
was 
serio usly injured, autho rities said. 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) - President 
Fo rd warned the So v iet Unio n to day 
that detente “ is no t a license to fish in 
tro ubled waters” and said he will seek 
additio nal strategic weapo ns if there is 
no new agreement o n limiting nuclear 
arms. 


The President cho se a stro ngly anti­ 
co mmunist audience, the American 
Legio n’s natio nal co nv entio n, to 
declare that the United States is 
keeping a wary ey e o n the So v iet 
Unio n, 
especially

Po rtugal,

determ ine its true intentio ns o n 
detente. 


The speech highlighted a seco nd 
busy day o f a twcnday swing thro ugh 
fo ur states. He planned appearances 
later in the day in Pekin and Peo ria,

In the prepared tex t fo r his legio n 
address, Fo rd said that to him detente 
m eans “ m o derate and restrained 
behav io r between two superpo wers — 
no t a license to fish in tro ubled wa­ 
ters.” 
The President to ld the Legio n gro up, 
which has criticized detente, that he 
wo uld co ntinue to wo rk to ward 
relax atio n o f tensio ns between the two 
natio ns. 
He said his meetings with So v iet 
leader I,eo nid I. Brezhnev hav e been 
“ co nstructiv e and helpful,” but 
“ future success will depend o n co n­ 
crete dev elo pments.” 
“ We are no w carefully watching 
so me serio us situatio ns fo r indicatio ns 
o f the So v iet attitude to wards detente 
and co o peratio n in Euro pean security . 
“ The situatio n in Po rtugal is o ne o f 
these,” Fo rd said. “ We are deeply 
co ncerned abo ut the future o f freedo m 
in Po rtugal.” 
The President said that in Po rtugal, 
where Co mmunists are ex erting a 
stro ng influence in the go v ernment, 
“ The wishes o f a mo derate majo rity 
hav e been subv erted by fo rces mo re 
determined than representativ e. 
On natio nal security , the President

WASHINGTON (AP) - The natio n’s 
ho me building industry appears 
destined fo r its slo west y ear since the 
eco no my emerged fro m Wo rld War II, 
but signs are that the wo rst is o v er. 
Industry eco no mists say the key no w 
is ho w fast the federal go v ernment can 
co nv ert into bricks and mo rtar its 
paper pro mises to suppo rt co nstruc­ 
tio n o f new lo w-inco me ho using units.

Co mmerce 
Department 
repo rted 
Mo nday 
that 
builders 


repo rted July co nstructio n o f new 
ho using at an annual rate o f 1.23 8 
millio n units after adjustment fo r 
seaso nal facto rs. 
That was a mo nthly adv ance o f 14 
per cent but left activ ity 6 per cent 
behind a y ear earlier. The industry 
ended 19 74 abo ut 3 4 per cent behind 
19 73 co nstructio n and it wasn’t until 
this spring that builders began pulling 
o ut o f a no sediv e which started in 19 72.

fo r the v ice president, members o f 
Co ngress, Cabinet members and o ther 
to p o fficials. But their pensio ns are 
calculated differently , and they do n’t 
retire at full pay . 


All pay hikes under the new law will 
be key ed to rises in the co nsumer price 
index , which is used to measure 
changes in the co st o f liv ing. The pay 
raise this y ear co uld be as much as 8 
per cent, altho ugh Fo rd, who must 
reco mmend the precise figure, has 
talked in terms o f a 5 per cent raise. 


Here is an ex ample o f ho w the law 
will wo rk fo r federal judges: 
A U.S. district judge no w is paid 
$4 0,000 a y ear. A retired U.S. district 
judge also draws a $40,000 annual 
pensio n if the judge retired at age 6 5 o r 
o lder. 
If this y ear’s co st-o f-liv ing pay raise 
turns o ut to be 5 per cent, the activ e 
district judge wo uld get a $2,000 pay 
raise to $42,000. The retired judge also 
wo uld get a $2,000 pensio n increase if 
the retired judge left the bench at age 
70 after 10 y ears o f serv ice o r at age 6 5 
after 15 y ears serv ice. 
The pensio n and salary increases 
wo uld be ev en larger fo r appellate 
judges, who earn $42,5 00, asso ciate 
Supreme Co urt justices, who earn 
$6 0,000 and fo r the chief justice, who 
earns $6 2,5 00. 
All judges who meet the retirement 
age requirements get full salary , but 
o nly tho se who meet the serv ice 
requirements are eligible fo r the co st- 
o f-liv ing increases. 
Co urt administrativ e o fficials say 
that based o n past ex perience all but a 
few federal judges will draw the co st- 
o f-liv ing increase.

Am erican, Barry Meeker, 3 3 , o f 
Hartfo rd, Co nn., was under in­ 
v estigatio n fo r alleged illegal bo rder 
cro ssing fro m West Germany into 
Austria initially , v io latio n o f fo reign 
air space and filing a false flight plan. 
Meeker, acco rding to po lice, repo rted 
o n departing Munich-Riem Airpo rt 
Sunday that he was making lo cal 
flights. 


Inv estigato rs also were try ing to 
determine whether Meeker had flo wn 
similar escape missio ns in the past, 
the spo kesman said. 
Meeker, describing himself as a 
deco rated Vietnam war v eteran and 
fo rmer member o f Special Fo rces, 
said friendship mo tiv ated him to take 
part in the perilo us airbo rne escape. 
He said he lifted o ut three members 
o f an East German family , including 
two men and a ^y ear-o ld girl who was 
sho t in the leg. 
But he said he was fo rced to leav e 
behind an injured wo man and a friend 
who had requested the rescue and 
“ their fate is unkno wn.” 
“ The two men with the family had 
already bo arded and my friend ac­ 
tually threw the (wo unded) girl into 
the helico pter,” he said. 
Then sho ts, apparently fro m a rifle 
equipped with telesco pic sight, “ came 
at interv als o f abo ut fiv e to sev en 
seco nds,” he said. 
“ Ahead o f me was an elderly lady o n 
the gro und, o bv io usly injured, and 
then suddenly bullets hit me right 


thro ugh the helico pter.” He said the 
bullet pierced his elbo w. 
Meeker said the family was no t at 
the pre-arranged meeting spo t when 
he landed and “ the who le affair was 
delay ed. Instead o f 10 seco nds, as pre­ 
v io usly calculated, I had to remain 
almo st two minutes o n the gro und. 
When the refugees arriv ed at the 
helico pter, I no ticed that the girl was 
sho t thro ugh her leg.” 
Fearing that the sho ts might ruin the 
entire m issio n, Meeker said he 
signalled his friend to leav e the injured 
wo man and co me abo ard. 
“ But he did no t see me. When I heard 
ano ther sho t fired at the helico pter, I 
tho ught, ‘No w y o u’v e go t to get o ut o f 
here fast, o r else we’v e all had it.’ 
“ I to o k o ff, fly ing to ward Munich at 
high altitude, but no ticed v ery quickly 
that my fuel was running lo w. Hav ing 
been a rescue pilo t befo re, I knew my 
way to Traunstein ho spital and had 
ex actly the amo unt o f fuel to reach it,” 
he said. 
The West German Fo reign Ministry 
said it had receiv ed no diplo matic 
pro test fro m Czecho slo v akia. 
There were repo rts that Meeker, a 
civ ilian fly ing instructo r, had o nce 
serv ed with the U.S. armed fo rces in 
West Germany . 
He said his ho me to wn was “ Hart­ 
fo rd” but ho spital o fficials abruptly 
cut o ff the interv iew befo re he co uld 
name the state. 
German autho rities gav e no in­ 
fo rmatio n 
abo ut 
him 
o r 
his 
passengers. Their identities and 
relatio nship to each o ther was no t 
kno wn. 
Do cto rs said Meeker was sat­ 
isfacto ry at the city ho spital, 12 miles 
fro m the Austrian bo rder. They 
repo rted his injuries o n Mo nday and 
o nly then did Bav arian autho rities 
learn o f the flight.

Farm organization leaders and 
political figures in key grain states are 
reacting strongly against the an­ 
nounced refusal of maritime unions to 
load U.S. grain on ships headed for the 
Soviet Union. 
AFL-CIO President George Meany 
said Monday the unions will refuse to 
handle the grain cargoes until the Ford 
administration guarantees that con­ 
sumers are protected from higher 
prices and takes steps to provide more 
work for American seamen. 
The boycott is being imposed at 
Great Lakes, Gulf and East Coast 
ports because the grain sales to the 
Soviet Union would “ cost American 
consumers billions of dollars,” Meany 
told newsmen in Washington. 
The stop-work order came after the 
International 
Longshorem en’s 
Association and five other AFL-CIO 
maritime 
unions 
last 
month 
threatened to boycott the new Soviet 
grain shipments. 
There was no immediate reaction 
from Ford administration officials. 
However, Gov. Robert F. Bennett of 
Kansas — the nation’s biggest wheat- 
producing state — called the boycott 
“ arrogant.” 
“ The refusal of longshoremen to 
load American wheat on vessels bound 
for the Soviet Union is an ill-conceived 
grandstand play that could have tragic 
consequences for the wheat-producing 
Midwest and 
our entire nation,” 
Bennett said. 
The governor urged President Ford 
“ to take quick and forceful action to 
see that the export of U. S. grain is not 
disrupted.” 
Board members of the Kansas Farm

However, longshoremen in Houston 
continued to load grain bound for 
Russia. A spokesman for the AF I/-CIO 
said later there apparently was a lag 
before the longshoremen received 
official orders not to load ships. 
Citing rising prices for flour, wheat, 
corn and soybeans over the past 
month, Meany told a news conference 
the new grain purchases will “ give the 
Russians an open door to our private 
grain market... in a way that is going 
to cost the American consumer billions 
of dollars.” 
“ The American housewife is still 
paying” for the 1972 grain deal which 
resulted in higher domestic prices, 
Meany said, asserting that “ this is not 
going to happen again.” 
Meany suggested that any new grain 
purchases should be made on a 
government-to-government

The grain boycott affects ports on 
the East and Gulf coasts and the Great 
Lakes, where the longshoremen’s un­ 
ion represents dock workers.

San Francisco 
Police On Strike 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Snipers 
fired shots at a police station early 
today, less than 
12 hours 
after 
policemen unpinned their badges and 
hoisted picket signs in a strike for 
more pay. 


Striking policemen at the station 
abruptly left their picket lines after the 
shooting began and helped arrest three 
young men. 
In an earlier incident, an angry 
motorist ran over two picketing 
policemen. 
City officials have pledged that the 
strike will not lead to a reign of 
lawlessness. 
More than 90 per cent of the 1,935- 
member force struck Monday af­ 
ternoon after the San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors refused to meet pay 
hike demands by the 1,800-member 
Police Officers Association. 
Picket lines immediately went up 
outside the city’s nine police stations, 
including headquarters at the Hall of 
Justice. 
Police reported two sniping in­ 
cidents at the Ingleside station 
beginning at 1:25 a.m. Shots were fired 


from the San Francisco City College 
area and from a nearby construction 
firm. 
Officers inside the station shut off all 
lights, and police picketing outside 
discarded their signs and joined in a 
chase of three teen-agers who fled on 
foot to an auto, officer Jim Cannon 
said. 
One of the fleeing men was wounded 
in the foot before the three were 
arrested and booked for investigation 
of attempted murder and assault on a 
police officer, Cannon said. 
The three were identified by police 
as Terrence Ng, 19, Calvin Woo, 18, 
and Mike Ming Loo, 19, who was 
treated at a hospital for a foot wound. 
No other injuries were reported. 
The shots fired from the construction 
site were from a heavy-caliber rifle, 
Cannon said. No one was arrested in 
that incident. 
Earlier, two striking policemen were 
hit by a car as they picketed outside 
the Mission station. Nonstriking police 
arrested Thomas Oxtien, 50, at a bar 
about midnight, said Sgt. 
James 
McCarthy. 
Neither 
officer 
was 
seriously injured, authorities said. 


Guaranteed Pension Hikes, 
Full Pay Go To Ex-Judges 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal 
judges now can look to retiring at full 
pay with guaranteed automatic 
pension increases to keep up with in­ 
creases in the cost of living. 
Pension immunity from inflation for 
the more than 600 federal judges is one 
effect of the pay-raise bill signed 
recently by President Ford and brings 
the federal bench to a par with a 
number of state courts. 
The pay-raise measure affects 
judges’ 
pensions 
because 
their 
retirement pay generally is defined as 
the full salary for their last post, court 
administrative 
officials 
say. 
Therefore, as basic pay for judges goes 
up under terms of the pay-raise bill, 
pensions for retired federal jurists also 
will increase. 
The new law also provides pay raises 
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for the vice president, members of 
Congress, Cabinet members and other 
top officials. But their pensions are 
calculated differently, and they don’t 
retire at full pay. 


All pay hikes under the new law will 
be keyed to rises in the consumer price 
index, which is used to measure 
changes in the cost of living. The pay 
raise this year could be as much as 8 
per cent, although Ford, who must 
recommend the precise figure, has 
talked in terms of a 5 per cent raise. 


Here is an example of how the law 
will work for federal judges: 
A U.S. district judge now is paid 
$40,000 a year. A retired U.S. district 
judge also draws a $40,000 annual 
pension if the judge retired at age 65 or 
older. 
If this year’s cost-of-living pay raise 
turns out to be 5 per cent, the active 
district judge would get a $2,000 pay 
raise to $42,000. The retired judge also 
would get a $2,000 pension increase if 
the retired judge left the bench at age 
70 after IO years of service or at age 65 
after 15 years service. 
The pension and salary increases 
would be even larger for appellate 
judges, who earn $42,500, associate 
Supreme Court justices, who earn 
$60,000 and for the chief justice, who 
earns $62,500. 
All judges who meet the retirement 
age requirements get full salary, but 
only those who meet the service 
requirements are eligible for the cost- 
of-living increases. 
Court administrative officials say 
that based on past experience all but a 
few federal judges will draw the cost- 
of-living increase. 


M INNEAPOLIS (AP) - President 
Ford warned the Soviet Union today 
that detente “ is not a license to fish in 
troubled waters” and said he will seek 
additional strategic weapons if there is 
no new agreement on limiting nuclear 
arms. 


The President chose a strongly anti­ 
communist audience, the American 
Legion’s national convention, to 
declare that the United States is 
keeping a wary eye on the Soviet 
Union, especially in Portugal, to 
determine its true intentions on 
detente. 


The speech highlighted a second 
busy day of a two-day swing through 
four states. He planned appearances 
later in the day in Pekin and Peoria,

In the prepared text for his Legion 
address, Ford said that to him detente 
means “ moderate and restrained 
behavior between two superpowers — 
not a license to fish in troubled wa­ 
ters.” 
The President told the Legion group, 
which has criticized detente, that he 
would continue to work toward 
relaxation of tensions between the two 
nations. 
He said his meetings with Soviet 
leader Leonid I. Brezhnev have been 
“ constructive and helpful,’’ but 
“ future success will depend on con­ 
crete developments.” 
“ We are now carefully watching 
some serious situations for indications 
of the Soviet attitude towards detente 
and cooperation in European security. 
“ The situation in Portugal is one of 
these,” Ford said. “ We are deeply 
concerned about the future of freedom 
in Portugal.” 
The President said that in Portugal, 
where Communists are exerting a 
strong influence in the government, 
“ The wishes of a moderate majority 
have been subverted by forces more 
determined than representative. 
On national security, the President 
told the Legionaires, “ I am committed

helicopter pilot faces possible border 
violation charges for flying three East 
German refugees out of Communist 
Czechoslovakia under a hail of bullets, 
the Bavarian state border police said 
today. 


A police spokesman said the 
American, Barry Meeker, 33, of 
Hartford, Conn., was under in­ 
vestigation for alleged illegal border 
crossing from West Germany into 
Austria initially, violation of foreign 
air space and filing a false flight plan. 
Meeker, according to police, reported 
on departing Munieh-Riem Airport 
Sunday that he was making local 
flights. 


Investigators also were trying to 
determine whether Meeker had flown 
similar escape missions in the past, 
the spokesman said. 
Meeker, describing himself as a 
decorated Vietnam war veteran and 
former member of Special Forces, 
said friendship motivated him to take 
part in the perilous airborne escape. 
He said he lifted out three members 
of an East German family, including 
two men and a ^year-old girl who was 
shot in the leg. 
But he said he was forced to leave 
behind an injured woman and a friend 
who had requested the rescue and 
“ their fate is unknown.” 
“ The two men with the family had 
already boarded and my friend ac­ 
tually threw the (wounded) girl into 
the helicopter,” he said. 
Then shots, apparently from a rifle 
equipped with telescopic sight, “ came 
at intervals of about five to seven 
seconds,” he said. 
“ Ahead of me was an elderly lady on 
the ground, obviously injured, and 
then suddenly bullets hit me right 


through the helicopter.” He said the 
bullet pierced his elbow. 
Meeker said the family was not at 
the pre-arranged meeting spot when 
he landed and “ the whole affair was 
delayed. Instead of IO seconds, as pre­ 
viously calculated, I had to remain 
almost two minutes on the ground. 
When the refugees arrived at the 
helicopter, I noticed that the girl was 
shot through her leg.” 
Fearing that the shots might ruin the 
entire mission, Meeker said he 
signalled his friend to leave the injured 
woman and come aboard. 
“ But he did not see me. When I heard 
another shot fired at the helicopter, I 
thought, ‘Now you’ve got to get out of 
here fast, or else we’ve all had it.’ 
“ I took off, flying toward Munich at 
high altitude, but noticed very quickly 
that my fuel was running low. Having 
been a rescue pilot before, I knew my 
way to Traunstein hospital and had 
exactly the amount of fuel to reach it,” 
he said. 
The West German Foreign Ministry 
said it had received no diplomatic 
protest from Czechoslovakia. 
There were reports that Meeker, a 
civilian flying instructor, had once 
served with the U.S. armed forces in 
West Germany. 
He said his home town was “ Hart­ 
ford” but hospital officials abruptly 
cut off the interview before he could 
name the state. 
German authorities gave no in­ 
formation 
about 
him 
or 
his 
passengers. Their identities and 
relationship to each other was not 
known. 
Doctors said Meeker was sat­ 
isfactory at the city hospital, 12 miles 
from the Austrian border. They 
reported his injuries on Monday and 
only then did Bavarian authorities 
learn of the flight.

The snails carry m iscro sco pic 
wo rms which enter the human bo dy by 
co ntact with the snails. The wo rms, 
which can destro y a perso n internally , 
also destro y the snails, he said. 
Cardarelli, who se bo o k will co me o ut 
in No v ember, is to key no te an in­ 
ternatio nal sy mpo sium o n co ntro lled- 
release pesticides at Wright State Uni­ 
v ersity in Day to n later this y ear. He 
co o rdinated a similar meeting at 
Akro n last y ear.

For Insects 
Developed 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) — An Akron 
scientist says controlled-release 
capsules similar in concept to some 
head cold remedies are being in­ 
tensively studied as a way to protect 
farm ers’ crops from voracious insects. 
Nate Cardarelli, associate professor 
of general technology at the University 
of Akron, says research was stepped 
up on controlled-released pesticides 
because of widespread concern over 
massive doses of such chemicals as 
DDT. 
“Controlled release offers a heck of 
a lot of promise to control pests with 
much 
less 
environm ental 
con­ 
tamination than conventional pest- 
control methods,” he said. 
Cardarelli, a leading scientist at the 
field, 
was 
asked by 
the 
U.S. 
Environmental Protection Agency to 
write a book about the capsules. 


In the book, “Controlled Release 
Pesticides Formulation,” Cardarelli 
discusses such topics as antifouling 
materials, snail control and various 
plant, insect and rodent killers. 


Cardarelli’s main area of expertise 
is snail control. He said snails are 
responsible for many human deaths in 
tropical and Asiatic lands. 
The snails carry m iscroscopic 
worms which enter the human body by 
contact with the snails. The worms, 
which can destroy a person internally, 
also destroy the snails, he said. 
Cardarelli, whose book will come out 
in November, is to keynote an in­ 
ternational symposium on controlled- 
release pesticides at Wright State Uni­ 
versity in Dayton later this year. He 
coordinated a similar meeting at 
Akron last year. 


Indiana State 
Police Revamped 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - A state 
Dolice reorganization in effect today 
represents an effort “to streamline the 
department,” Supt. Robert L. DeBard 
said. 
The plan was approved on Monday 
by the State Police Board. DeBard said 
it was the result of a six-month study. 
According to DeBard, the plan makes 
no major personnel changes. “It is 
only the responsibilities of key 
assistants that are changed,” he said. 
“The plan is very similar to our 
present organization. Under the new 
plan, we will have an assistant 
superintendent and three deputy 
superintendents.

NEW YORK (AP) — Americans are 
resig ned to the likelihood that this 
economy of ours will, for a long time, 
rise and fall ev ery few y ears or so, 
seeming ly in defiance of our best ef­ 
forts to control it. 
This wouldn’t be so difficult to ac­ 
cept if we knew the pattern of the 
cy cles. 
The best efforts of our economic 
minds not only cannot forecast cy cles 
with accuracy but, horrors, they 
cannot ev en ag ree among themselv es. 
This lack of understanding of the 
true nature of cy cles persists ev en at 
the hig hest lev el <rf academic and 
business and g ov ernment. We ac­ 
cumulate masses of statistics and then 
fail to make the correct judg ments. 
Last y ear, for ex ample. President 
Ford was urg ing Americans to fig ht 
inflation with ev ery penny they could 
sav e, obliv ious to the fact that at the 
v ery time the nation’s major problem 
had become recession. 
With the facts staring them in the 
face, the President and his adv isers 
failed to recog nize that the country 
rig ht then was falling deeper into the 
worst recession since the 1930s. 
Commerce Secretary Frederick 
Dent at the same time was (tisparag ing 
those who feared recession. Nothing 
but a “sideway s waffling ’’ said Dent, 
maintaining that those who read 
recession in the fig ures were confused. 
Judg ing from the reports receiv ed 
from g ov ernment, business and the 
nation’s univ ersities, we are ag ain 
coming to a turn in the cy cle. And 
ag ain, there are disputes about which 
direction tl^ cy cle mig ht take. 
Perhaps the most controv ersial 
action is that being taken by the 


Federal Reserv e Board, which fears 
that inflation is, for both the short and 
long terms, the g reatest dang er to the 
economy , and iiKieed to all society .

Dear Mrs. T.: 
At the turn of the century, long 
before there was much knowledge of 
high blood pressure, red meat was 
arbitrarily blamed. Kidney disease, 
too, was attributed to red meat. 
Even though this idea was medically 
and scientifically disproved long ago, 
the myth still persists. 
There are many more important 
limitations imposed on people who 
have high blood pressure. Today, with 
diets, drugs and the removal of 
stressful situations, many cases of 
hypertension (high blood pressure) 
can be kept within normal limits. 
More and more effort is being made 
to find early cases of high blood 
pressure. In this way, the condition 
can be controlled and complications 
prevented.

More danger threatens the wildlife 
and environment of Ohio. The Ohio 
Wildlife Council has decided to ap­ 
prove the hunting of mourning doves 
as a sport. 
For 67 years mourning doves have 
been legally classified as a non-game 
bird and protected from hunters. 
Recently, while researching the law, a 
private group of sportsmen and their 
attorney found a loophole in the 1974 
Endangered Species Act. In the light of 
their finding, Dale Haney, wildlife 
chief, declared mourning dove a game 
species. A hunting season will start 
Sept. I, and run until Oct. 17. It will 
resume on Nov. 14 and run through 
Dec. 6. This is the first time that a non­ 
game bird season has been established 
without the consent of the legislature. 
It is hard to understand why anyone 
would want to kill a mourning dove. It 
is a small brown speckled bird with 
white undertail trim which is easily 
noticed when the bird is in flight. The 
mourning dove is a gentle bird with a 
familiar sad cooing song. Like many 
other song birds, it frequents back 
yard bird feeders and sometimes 
remains year around in residential 
areas. Its diet consists mainly of a 
large variety of weed seeds found 
throughout Ohio, making this bird 
valuable to both agriculture and the 
environment of our state. The hunters’ 
main reason for wanting to prey on 
mourning doves is the contention that 
the bird is a delicacy — but since it 
weighs only four ounces, it would make 
very little eating. 
Citizens action is needed im­ 
mediately if any mourning doves are 
to be saved this September. Concerned 
citizens can send letters or mailgrams 
of protest to the Honorable James A.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The makers 
of GE and Panasonic color television 
sets would be prohibited under a 
proposed government order from 
claiming superiority for their appli­ 
ances unless the claims are backed by 
valid data. 
In complaints filed Sunday, the 
Federal Trade Commission alleged 
that General Electric Co. and Mat­ 
sushita Electric Corp. of America 
were guilty of false advertising when 
they claimed their sets were more

manufacturers. 
The agency’s action resulted from 
responses by six major TV producers 
to an FTC order to substantiate their 
advertising claims. 
The four other companies — Zenith 
Radio Corp., RCA Corp., Philco-Ford 
and GTE-Sylvania Inc. — were not 
named in the complaints. 
The FTC said in its complaint 
against GE 
that there 
was no 
“reasonable basis” for claims that its 
color sets required less service than 
those of Zenith or RCA. It also said 
independent surveys failed to support 
GE’s claim that its sets required less 
service than all other major U.S. 
brands.

Lawyers defending present and 
former state officials and Ohio 
National Guardsmen in the suit in­ 
troduced testimony from an Army 
surgeon that a military bullet would 
have ripped away most of MacK­ 
enzie^ cheek when it exited. 
Much of the defense’s case has 
centered on the idea that a shot from 
other than a guardsman’s weapon 
could have set off the 13-second volley 
that left four students dead and nine 
wounded. 
The victims contend the only shots 
fired at Kent State on May 4, 1970, 
came from guardsmen’s weapons. 
The victims also planned to call the 
roommate of a woman who testified 
for the defense that she saw a civilian 
fire the first shot. The roommates 
were nearly side-by-side at the time,

The first sessio n o f the 111th General 
Assembly is no w, by and large, 
histo ry . The Senate and Ho use hav e 
adjo urned until September 10 fo r 
“ clean-up” activ ity and ex pect to be 
o ut thereafter until January o f 19 76. In 
the interim bo th bo dies will co ntinue to 
meet o nly in skelto n sessio ns. 


Pending legislatio n which may 
pro mpt reco nv ening briefly in Sep­ 
tember o r Octo ber includes a public 
emplo y ees co llectiv e bargaining bill 
and no -fault auto insurance. Also 
altho ugh an o mnibus energy 
bill 
establishing 
an 
Ohio 
Energy 
Reso urces Dev elo pment Agency was 
sent to the Go v erno r last week, further 
actio n to blunt effects o f the energy 
crisis may be necessary . 


Barring unfo reseen circumstances, 
mo st o f the Majo r business o f this 
legislativ e sessio n has been co mpleted 
o r po stpo ned until nex t y ear. This 
co lumn will co mmence a series o f 
to pical repo rts rev iewing majo r ac­ 
tio ns by the General Assembly thus 
far. This repo rt deals with electio n law 
changes and refo rm. 


The 111th General Assembly go t o ff 
to a quick, if no t co mmendable, start in 
the fo rm o f the so -called “ Six Day 
War.” On the strength o f their new 
majo rity status and so me hastily 
enacted rules, legislativ e Demo crats 
rammed thro ugh six partisan bills in 
as many d a y s.fo r ex -Go v erno r 
Gilligan’s signature befo re he left 
o ffice. All six hav e been declared 
unco nstitutio nal by the Franklin 
Co unty Co mmo n Pleas Co urt. 


Three 
o f 
these 
measures 
significantly altered po rtio ns o f Ohio ’s 
electio ns co de. Under present law, a 
fo ur-member bo ard o f electio ns is 
appo inted in each co unty by the 
Secretary o f State, two members each 
fro m reco mmendatio ns o f qualified 
electo rs filed by the co unty ex ecutiv e 
co mmittees o f the two majo r po litical 
parties. If the Secretary o f State 
refuses to appo int the reco mmended 
perso n, the co mmittee may take 
ano ther reco mmendatio n, resubmit 
the name, o r file a mandamus actio n 
seeking a co urt o rder co mpelling the 
Secretary o f State to “ fo rthwith do his 
duty .” 


Sub. Ho use Bill 4 3 wo uld permit o nly 
two gro unds justify ing disregard o f 
co mmittee reco mmendatio ns: co n­ 
v ictio n o f a crime inv o lv ing mo ral 
turpitude, o r established gro ss inat­ 
tentio n to duty o n the reco mmendee’s 
part when last serv ing o n a bo ard o f 
electio ns. 
By placing the burden o f pro o f fo r 
such actio n o n the Secretary o f State, 
Ohio ’s co unty electio n bo ard wo uld 
hav e beco me the to o l o f co unty 
po litical parties rather than an adjunct 
o f the state’s chief electio ns o fficer. 


Amended Ho use Bill 4 4 wo uld hav e 
drastically altered the bo undaries o f 
Ohio ’s co ngressio nal districts with the 
so le justificatio n 
being to create 
co nditio ns 
mo re 
fav o rable 
to 
Demo cratic co ngressio nal candidates. 
This bill was pushed thro ugh with no 
testimo ny o n its effect o n equal 
representatio n fo r the public. 


Amended Senate Bill 4 , the third o f 
the Six Day War electio n bills, wo uld 
autho rize 
ho use-to -ho use 
v o ting 
registratio n, ex tend the perio d fo r 
ex isting registratio n, autho rize any 
electo r to register by mail, and 
eliminate failure to v o te as a reaso n 
fo r cancellatio n o f registratio n. 
The purpo se o f each o f these prac­ 
tices in current law is to insure ac­ 
co untability and prev ent v o te fraud in 
o ur 
electio ns 
sy stem. 
Witho ut 
adequate safeguards the chances o f 
v o te fraud increase greatly . This bill 
wo uld hav e the co unty co mmittees o f 
po litical parties reco mmend do o r-to - 
do o r registrars who must be appo inted 
by the co unty bo ards o f electio ns.

That, it wo uld seem, presents the ideal 
o ppo rtunity fo r drumming no n­ 
ex istent v o tes. 
It has been argued that registratio n 
requirements present barriers to 
many peo ple and therefo re reduce 
v o ter turno ut. Ho wev er, ex perience in 
o ther states has co nclusiv ely sho wn 
that v o ter turno ut co ntinues to decline 
in spite o f liberalized registratio n 
laws. 
No t o nly were these three measures 
ill-co nceiv ed, they lacked the no rmal 
public input to justify them as in the 
best interest o f Ohio ans at large.

o f a sheet that results in so me co unties 
because o f a large number o f can­ 
didates. 
The greatest space co nsumer is the 
list o f ev ery candidate fo r delegate to 
natio nal party co nv entio ns plus their 
first and seco nd cho ice fo r president. 
S. J. R. 10 wo uld o riginally hav e 
electo rs v o te fo r presidential can­ 
didates (and their unlisted slate o f 
delegates) rather than fo r a multitude 
o f indiv idual delegates. As a co m­ 
pro mise, ho wev er, S. J. R. 10 as passed 
o nly pro v ided that the legislature shall 
at so me future time pro v ide the 
“ direct electio n” o f delegate can­ 
didate. Thus, it actually do es little o f 
substance. 
Amended S. J. R. 4 , pro v iding fo r 
jo int electio n o f the Go v erno r and Lt. 
Go v erno r, is designed to facilitate the 
Lt. Go v erno r’s ro le in the ex ecutiv e 
branch o f go v ernment. It directs the 
legislature to determine the metho d o f 
no minating candidates fo r Go v erno r 
and Lt. Go v erno r, remo v es the Lt. 
Go v erno r as President o f the Senate, 
and giv es to him whatev er “ duties 
assigned by the Go v erno r.” 
Sho rtly befo re adjo urnment this 
measure appeared to hav e eno ugh 
v o tes fo r passage, 
but a 
Ho use 
amendment, which pro v ed unac­ 
ceptable to the Senate, made the 
reso lutio n immediately effectiv e if 
accepted by v o ters in July 19 76. Thus, 
Amended S. J. R. 4 may be the o bject 
o f co mpro mise effo rts when the 
legislature reco nv enes.

Two similar co nstitutio nal amend­ 
ments languishing in the Senate 
Electio ns, Financial Institutio ns and 
Insurance Co mmittee are S.J.R. 1 and 
S. J. R. 3 which will co mmence terms 
o f o ffice o f the state o fficials o n 
January 1. Presently the Go v erno r 
assumes o ffice o n the Seco nd Mo nday 
in January while the Legislature 
begins o n the first Mo nday . This 
co nditio n precipitated the Six Day War 
wherein the terms o f a lame duck 
Go v erno r and a new legislature 
o v erlapped by o ne week. 
To prev ent a recurrence o f temp­ 
tatio n fo r partisan actio n, S. J.R. 1 and 
3 wo uld mo v e the co mmencement o f 
all state o fficials’ terms to the first 
Mo nday in January . The discrepancy 
between terms o riginally allo wed fo r 
the lo nger time needed to transpo rt 
and tabulate statewide ballo ts in case 
o f bad ro ads. Mo dem co mmunicatio n 
techniques 
o bv iate 
such 
as 
anachro nistic co nstitutio nal pro v isio n. 
The Senate Electio ns Co mmittee 
chairman also refused to act o n Ho use- 
passed Amended H. B. 8 33 to make 
issues ballo ts easier to read and 
sho rter by substituting a brief title fo r 
a co ndensed o r full tex t o f each issue. 
Currently , issues may be described 
by full o r co ndensed tex t, the language 
fo r which is prepared and certified by 
the Secretary o f State fo r state-wide 
issues and by the bo ard o f electio ns fo r 
lo cal issues. Co ndensed tex t must be 
acco mpanied by co mplete tex t, no t o n 
the ballo t, but po sted in each po lling 
place. The Ohio Ballo t Bo ard, an in­ 
dependent state bo dy , prepares ballo t 
language fo r co nstitutio nal amend­ 
ments pro po sed by the Legislature. 
Amended H. B. 8 33 wo uld permit 
ballo t language by title o nly , pro v iding 
such wo rding fully ex plains the issue’s 
substance and a co mplete tex t o f the 
issue is po sted in po lling places. 
Preparatio n and certificatio n o f lo cal 
issues wo uld remain unchanged, while 
state-wide issues, o ther than tho se 
passed by the General Assembly , 
wo uld be prepared and certified by the 
state Ballo t Bo ard. 
This measure will simplify ballo t 
language while retaining av ailability 
o f full tex t o f issues. Senate Demo crats 
hav e stated they o ppo se this in­ 
no v atio n because it might help 
passage o f Go v erno r Rho des’ fo ur 
bo nd issues if v o ters do n’t hav e to 
wade thro ugh co mplicated tex t. 
Two bills affecting the status o f 
electio n day are Ho use Bill 15 8 per­ 
mitting liquo r sales o n electio n day , 
the first Tuesday after the first 
Mo nday in No v ember, is a ho liday 
fro m no o n to 5 :30 p.m. This bill wo uld 
make the who le day a ho liday , thus 
adding ano ther paid ho liday fo r state 
emplo y ees. Scho o l bo ards co uld also 
dismiss scho o l o n electio n day under 
this measure. 
Ov er fifty pro po sed changes in 
Ohio ’s electio n laws hav e been in­ 
tro duced in this sessio n o f the 111th 
General Assembly , many in respo nse 
to the Legislature’s sho ddy behav io r in 
January . Other majo r electio n law 
refo rms will be rev iewed in future 
co lumns. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A new study 
fo r the Agriculture Department 
reco mmends that any plans fo r 
dev elo ping grain reserv es sho uld fo cus 
o n fo o d and pro tein rather than single 
iso lated co mmo dities. 
Ro dney L. Walker and Jerry 
Sharpies, bo th o f Purdue Univ ersity , 
wro te in a repo rt fo r the USDA’s 
Eco no mic Research Serv ice that: 
“ Future studies ... sho uld include an 
ex aminatio n o f the substitutability in 
demand o f all fo o d and feed grains and 
o ilseeds. When supplies are sho rt, ho w 
widely will grains substitute fo r each 
o ther? ” they wro te. 
A number o f bills befo re the Senate 
and Ho use wo uld establish reserv es. 
Studies o f tho se bills also sho uld define 
supply in terms o f planted acreage 
rather than the mo re co njectural y ield, 
Walker and Sharpies wro te. 
The United States, after 4 0 y ears o f 
price-suppo rt pro grams fo r grain and 
acreage co ntro ls in decades o f surplus, 
went substantially o ut o f the sto cks- 
ho lding business three y ears ago when 
the wo rld market shifted abruptly to a 
tight-supply situatio n. 
What grain reserv es there are no w 
are held by the priv ate trade, fro m 
farmers to ex po rters, and in many 
cases are at the lo west lev els since the 
late 19 4 0s. 
I^ast week, the go v ernment’s earlier 
pro jectio ns that this seaso n wo uld 
allo w a chance to rebuild tho se sto cks 
were scaled do wn slightly as o ne o f the 
effects o n the co rn cro p o f lo ng, ho t, 
dry weather in the Midwest and higher 
ex po rt demand fro m o ther co untries, 
where weather has also cut y ields. 
But the tight supplies o f the last 
three y ears hav e made the fo o d 
markets

The first session of the 111th General 
Assembly is now, by and large, 
history. The Senate and House have 
adjourned until September IO for 
“clean-up” activity and expect to be 
out thereafter until January of 1976. In 
the interim both bodies will continue to 
meet only in skelton sessions. 


Pending legislation which may 
prompt reconvening briefly in Sep­ 
tember or October includes a public 
employees collective bargaining bill 
and no-fault auto insurance. Also 
although an omnibus energy bill 
establishing 
an 
Ohio 
Energy 
Resources Development Agency was 
sent to the Governor last week, further 
action to blunt effects of the energy 
crisis may be necessary. 
Barring unforeseen circumstances, 
most of the Major business of this 
legislative session has been completed 
or postponed until next year. This 
column will commence a series of 
topical reports reviewing major ac­ 
tions by the General Assembly thus 
far. This report deals with election law 
changes and reform. 


The 111th General Assembly got off 
to a quick, if not commendable, start in 
the form of the so-called “Six Day 
War.” On the strength of their new 
majority status and some hastily 
enacted rules, legislative Democrats 
rammed through six partisan bills in 
as many days, for ex-Governor 
Gilligan’s signature before he left 
office. All six have been declared 
unconstitutional by the Franklin 
County Common Pleas Court. 


Three 
of 
these 
measures 
significantly altered portions of Ohio’s 
elections code. Under present law, a 
four-member board of elections is 
appointed in each county by the 
Secretary of State, two members each 
from recommendations of qualified 
electors filed by the county executive 
committees of the two major political 
parties. If the Secretary of State 
refuses to appoint the recommended 
person, the committee may take 
another recommendation, resubmit 
the name, or file a mandamus action 
seeking a court order compelling the 
Secretary of State to “forthwith do his 
duty.’’ 


Sub. House Bill 43 would permit only 
two grounds justifying disregard of 
committee recommendations: con­ 
viction of a crime involving moral 
turpitude, or established gross inat­ 
tention to duty on the recommendee’s 
part when last serving on a board of 
elections. 
By placing the burden of proof for 
such action on the Secretary of State, 
Ohio’s county election board would 
have become the tool of county 
political parties rather than an adjunct 
of the state’s chief elections officer. 


Amended House Bill 44 would have 
drastically altered the boundaries of 
Ohio’s congressional districts with the 
sole justification being to create 
conditions 
more 
favorable 
to 
Democratic congressional candidates. 
This bill was pushed through with no 
testimony on its effect on equal 
representation for the public. 


Amended Senate Bill 4, the third of 
the Six Day War election bills, would 
authorize 
house-to-house 
voting 
registration, extend the period for 
existing registration, authorize any 
elector to register by mail, and 
eliminate failure to vote as a reason 
for cancellation of registration. 
The purpose of each of these prac­ 
tices in current law is to insure ac­ 
countability and prevent vote fraud in 
our 
elections 
system. 
Without 
adequate safeguards the chances of 
vote fraud increase greatly. This bill 
would have the county committees of 
political parties recommend door-to- 
door registrars who must be appointed 
by the county boards of elections.

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That, it would seem, presents the ideal 
opportunity for drumming non­ 
existent votes. 
It has been argued that registration 
requirements present barriers to 
many people and therefore reduce 
voter turnout. However, experience in 
other states has conclusively shown 
that voter turnout continues to decline 
in spite of liberalized registration 
laws. 
Not only were these three measures 
ill-conceived, they lacked the normal 
public input to justify them as in the 
best interest of Ohioans at large. It is 
fortunate for the people of Ohio they 
were enjoined by the courts. 
Two proposed amendments to the 
Ohio Constitution were pushed by the 
legislative leadership to meet the 
August 6 cut-off date for placement on 
the November ballot. Amended Senate 
Joint Resolution IO received the 
required three-fifths approval of 
House and Senate and will be on the 
ballot. It was originally introduced to 
eliminate the so-called “bed-sheet 
ballot,” a paper ballot literally the size 
of a sheet that results in some counties 
because of a large number of can­ 
didates. 
The greatest space consumer is the 
list of every candidate for delegate to 
national party conventions plus their 
first and second choice for president. 
S. J. R. IO would originally have 
electors vote for presidential can­ 
didates (and their unlisted slate of 
delegates) rather than for a multitude 
of individual delegates. As a com­ 
promise, however, S. J. R. IO as passed 
only provided that the legislature shall 
at some future time provide the 
“direct election” of delegate can­ 
didate. Thus, it actually does little of 
substance. 
Amended S. J. R. 4, providing for 
joint election of the Governor and Lt. 
Governor, is designed to facilitate the 
Lt. Governor’s role in the executive 
branch of government. It directs the 
legislature to determine the method of 
nominating candidates for Governor 
and Lt. Governor, removes the Lt. 
Governor as President of the Senate, 
and gives to him whatever “duties 
assigned by the Governor.” 
Shortly before adjournment this 
measure appeared to have enough 
votes for passage, but a House 
amendment, which proved unac­ 
ceptable to the Senate, made the 
resolution immediately effective if 
accepted by voters in July 1976. Thus, 
Amended S. J. R. 4 may be the object 
of compromise efforts when the 
Legislature reconvenes. 


Two similar constitutional amend­ 
ments languishing in the Senate 
Elections, Financial Institutions and 
Insurance Committee are S.J.R. I and 
S. J. R. 3 which will commence terms 
of office of the state officials on 
January I. Presently the Governor 
assumes office on the Second Monday 
in January while the Legislature 
begins on the first Monday. This 
condition precipitated the Six Day War 
wherein the terms of a lame duck 
Governor and a new legislature 
overlapped by one week. 
To prevent a recurrence of temp­ 
tation for partisan action, S. J.R. I and 
3 would move the commencement of 
all state officials’ terms to the first 
Monday in January. The discrepancy 
between terms originally allowed for 
the longer time needed to transport 
and tabulate statewide ballots in case 
of bad roads. Modem communication 
techniques 
obviate 
such 
as 
anachronistic constitutional provision. 
The Senate Elections Committee 
chairman also refused to act on House- 
passed Amended H. B. 833 to make 
issues ballots easier to read and 
shorter by substituting a brief title for 
a condensed or full text of each issue. 
Currently, issues may be described 
by full or condensed text, the language 
for which is prepared and certified by 
the Secretary of State for state-wide 
issues and by the board of elections for 
local issues. Condensed text must be 
accompanied by complete text, not on 
the ballot, but posted in each polling 
place. The Ohio Ballot Board, an in­ 
dependent state body, prepares ballot 
language for constitutional amend­ 
ments proposed by the Legislature. 
Amended H. B. 833 would permit 
ballot language by title only, providing 
such wording fully explains the issue’s 
substance and a complete text of the 
issue is posted in polling places. 
Preparation and certification of local 
issues would remain unchanged while 
state-wide issues, other than those 
passed by the General Assembly, 
would be prepared and certified by the 
state Ballot Board. 
This measure will simplify ballot 
language while retaining availability 
of full text of issues. Senate Democrats 
have stated they oppose this in­ 
novation because it might help 
passage of Governor Rhodes’ four 
bond issues if voters don’t have to 
wade through complicated text. 
Two bills affecting the status of 
election day are House Bill 158 per­ 
mitting liquor sales on election day, 
the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in November, is a holiday 
from noon to 5:30 p.m. This bill would 
make the whole day a holiday, thus 
adding another paid holiday for state 
employees. School boards could also 
dismiss school on election day under 
this measure. 
Over fifty proposed changes in 
Ohio’s election laws have been in­ 
troduced in this session of the 111th 
General Assembly, many in response 
to the Legislature’s shoddy behavior in 
January. Other major election law 
reforms will be reviewed in future 
columns.

WASHINGTON (AP) - A new study 
for the Agriculture Department 
recommends that any plans for 
developing grain reserves should focus 
on food and protein rather than single 
isolated commodities. 
Rodney L. Walker and Jerry 
Sharpies, both of Purdue University, 
wrote in a report for the USD A’s 
Economic Research Service that: 
“Future studies ... should include an 
examination of the substitutability in 
demand of all food and feed grains and 
oilseeds. When supplies are short, how 
widely will grains substitute for each 
other?” they wrote. 
A number of bills before the Senate 
and House would establish reserves. 
Studies of those bills also should define 
supply in terms of planted acreage 
rather than the more conjectural yield, 
Walker and Sharpies wrote. 
The United States, after 40 years of 
price-support programs for grain and 
acreage controls in decades of surplus, 
went substantially out of the stocks- 
holding business three years ago when 
the world market shifted abruptly to a 
tight-supply situation. 
What grain reserves there are now 
are held by the private trade, from 
farmers to exporters, and in many 
cases are at the lowest levels since the 
late 1940s.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The State 
Controlling Board has locked horns 
with the Rhodes Administration over 
pay raises for civil service employes 
and layoffs in the state tax depart­ 
ment. 
The Democratic-dominated control 
board on Monday tabled a request by 
the administration for a $904,000 
consultants fee to implement pay 
increases recommended by the Civil 
Service Study Commission. 
Democrats say they did not oppose 
the salary increases, but questioned 
the need for another report. 
At the same time, the board at­ 
tempted to reinstate $2 million to 
prevent layoffs in the tax department, 
where 109 employes were dropped last 
week. Gov. James A. Rhodes vetoed 
the layoff prevention money last June 
as originally proposed in the state 
budget. 
The civil service pay increases, due 
to take effect for 8 0,000 workers next 
Jan. 4, are tied to a complete updating 
of classifications in the service. 
“The study was done and it was done 
very , very well,” Administrative 
Services Director Richard L. Krabach 
told the board. “But now you have to 
implement it. You have to put it into 
effect.” 
Krabach said the state needs 
guidance in determining how pay 
scales should be set for 40,000 of the 
employes involved. 
“There’s no way to implement it (the 
pay raises). We just don’t have the 
personnel,” he said. 
House Finance Chairman Myrl H. 
Shoemaker, D-88 Boumeville said the 
request amounted to a “study of a 
study that’s already been done — a 
repeat performance.” 
His motion to table the proposal until 
the next control board meeting in two 
weeks was approved 6-2 along straight 
party lines.

“ But it is based on the fact that 
statistics alone are not enough to gain 
a player admittance into the Hall of 
Fame.”

Bucky Harris and Billy Herman. 


Johnson was a most remarkable 
speaker — not so much for what he 
said but because he began a sentence, 
stopped and cried for two minutes, 
then resumed his remarks at the very 
spot where he left off.

At Hall Of Fame 


COOPERSTOWN, N.Y. 
(A P) - 
Baseball s Hall of Fame inductees ran 
the gamut of emotions, from Judv 
Johnson’s sob-interrupted acceptance 
speech to Earl Averill’s controlled 
indignation over the electoral system 
which brought him and four others 
here for enshrinement. 
While Johnson’s words came in 
monosylables and with difficulty, 
Averill, “ The Rock” of the Cleveland 
Indians from 1929-39, said plenty. 
In a prepared statement released 
after the ceremonies Monday, Averill 
revealed: “ Had I been elected after 
my death, I had made arrangements 
that my name never be placed in the 
Hall of Fame. 
“ My disagreement with how the Hall 
of Fame elections are held, and who is 
elected, is not based on bitterness that 
I had to wait 34 years after retirement 
to receive this honor. 
“ But it is based on the fact that 
statistics alone are not enough to gain 
a player admittance into the Hall of 
Fam e.” 
Still, the 73-year-old Averill is there 


now, along with Johnson, former 
Pittsburgh slugger Ralph Riner, 
Bucky Harris and Billy Herman. 


Johnson was a most remarkable 
speaker — not so much for what he 
said but because he began a sentence, 
stopped and cried for two minutes, 
then resumed his remarks at the very 
spot where he left off. 
“ So many people have been nice to 
me coming up 
he said before the 
excitement caught up with him and 
forced his right hand over his eyes. 
He appeared to reel momentarily 
and his son-in-law, former center 
fielder B ill Bruton, hurried to the stage 
to be sure all was well. His hand went 
to Johnson’s shoulder before the 75- 
year-old whispered, “ I ’ll be all right.” 
Then he returned to the microphone 
and said: 
I want to thank all of 
them.” 


The crowd of 7,500 gathered at the 
grassy clearing where the ceremonies 
were held, applauded one of the top 
third basemen in the folklore-history of 
Negro League baseball.

Mourning 
Dove Season 
Delayed 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Ohio’s 
first mourning dove hunting season 
has been stopped, at least temporarily, 
by a legal ruling that the order 
declaring the season is invalid. 
Atty. Gen. William J. Brown, in a 
formal opinion carrying the force of 
law, said the order setting the season 
was illegally adopted. The season was 
to have begun on Sept. I. 
Brown ruled Ohio Department of 
Natural Resources did not follow state 
rulemaking procedures when it issued 
the order on mourning dove hunting. 
The attorney general said a new rule 
setting a dove hunting season would 
have to be adopted. 
Because of the state rulemaking 
procedure, that will have the effect of 
delaying any dove hunting until at 
least late September, an aide to the 
attorney general confirmed. 
The ruling represents a victory for 
some conservationists who have 
fought the season.

The ads contended that the mourn­ 
ing dove “ is as much a game bird as 
your pet canary.” 
Lobbyists for hunters have called the 
opposition to dove hunting hysterical 
and irrational.

PROSPERITY, 
W.Va. 
(AP) — Mrs. Beatrice Gill 
strode to her wooden fence, 
waving her arms at the 
people with cameras who 
crept around the two giant 
green-and-chrome 
trucks 
toward her once-quiet home. 
“Go on back,” she shouted, 
her 
sunburned 
brow 
furrowing. “There’s nothing 
you can see ... that crying 
baby 
ruined 
the 
whole 
scene.” 
The parents of the tot edged 
back. They looked guilty at 
having interfered with the 
filming of an episode of 
NBC’s “Movin’ On,” which 
moved into Raleigh County 
this summer for a story about 
coal mining. 
“It’s more of a hassle than I 
ever thought,” sighed Mrs. 
Gill, whose house was being 
used for some scenes in the 
show. “I’m really getting tore 
up.” 
She said the “Movin’ On” 
people just knocked on her 
door one day and asked to use 
her 
house 
for filming, 
probably because it has what 
Hollywood calls authenticity. 
It sits alone, surrounded by 
piles of coal waste and there’s 
an abandoned tipple nearby. 
“Movin’ On,” filmed en­ 
tirely on location, circled the 
West and Northwest last 
season. The West Virginia 
trip was its first venture East 
and the story it was filming 
concerned a strike by coal 
miners. 
They worked at a small 
coal mine, “Prosperity No. 
I,” whose owner, portrayed 
by Patricia Neal, can’t afford 
to pay salaries and meet state 
and federal mine safety rules 
at the same time. 
Her non-union miners go on 


strike for improved safety 
conditions after a roof fall at 
the mine. It forces the two 
truckerstars of the series to 
take sides in the dispute. 
The 
tough, 
pragmatic 
Sonny Pruitt (played by 
Claude Adkins) keeps on 
delivering supplies to the 
mine, saying he’s just trying 
to make a living. 
His partner, the college- 
educated 
Will 
Chandler 
(Frank Converse) takes the 
side of the striking miners. 
John 
Wilson, 
location 
producer of the episode, said 
he wrote to various state 
chambers of commerce in 
coal-producing states when 
seeking a good spot to film the 
show. West Virginia got the 
nod. 
He said when he heard 
about the Beckley Exhibition 
Mine, a city-owned mine that 
has been made into a coal­ 
mining museum, he decided 
that “it was a natural for our 
purposes.” 
Mrs. Gill’s grey frame, 
fourroom, located near a 
closed mine, was cast in the 
show as the home of a 
miner, Sampson Eubanks 
(played by Gary Merrill), 
who is leading the strike 
against “Prosperity No. I.” 
Despite Mrs. Gill’s efforts 
to keep crowds away and the 
attempt by the “Movin’ On” 
crews to keep filming sites 
secret, a constant stream of 
people kept driving along the 
road in front of her home 
north of Beckley, edging by 
sheriff’s deputies and taking 
snapshots of Converse and 
Adkins and their trucks.

NEW ORLEANS (A P) - The right 
of a girl or a woman to have an 
abortion is strictly her own, says a 
federal appeals court. A wife doesn’t 
have to ask her husband; a minor 
doesn’t have to ask her parents. 


In affirming the decision of U.S. 
District Court in Miami, the 5th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals declared two 
Florida abortion statutes uncon­ 
stitutional. 
One of the statutes protected the 
rights of a husband. 
But the appeals court noted Monday 
that the statute dealt with the husband 
— not necessarily the fetus’s father — 
and said: 
“ The rights of the husband, which 
arguably spring from his interest in 
the fetus, are of doubtful applicability 
in this case.” 
It added, however, that it may be 
paradoxical for the federal govern­ 
ment to hold both that men have a 
right to beget and raise offspring and 
that women have a right to abort them. 
Communist 
Strike Flops 
In Portugal 


LISBON, Portugal (AP) — The 
Communist-dominated central trade 
federation Intersindical called a 30- 
minute general strike today to protest 
“ escalating Fascist reaction” and 
attacks on Communist parties across 
the country. 
But many of the two million Inter­ 
sindical workers — approximately 
two-thirds of the nation’s work force — 
defied the strike call though the feder­ 
ation had said it expected 80 per cent 
support. As the strike began at ll a.m. 
(6 a.m. EDT), most taxis, buses, 
subways and hotels ran normally in 
Lisbon. The national airline TAP, how­ 
ever, halted its operations. 
Some taxi drivers blocked Lisbon’s 
main street, Avenida da Liberdad, and 
a crowd gathered and fistfights broke 
out but as strike time ran out, the 
crowd dispersed and normal traffic 
resumed. 
Communist party leader Alvaro 
Cunhal planned to lead a rally tonight 
in the Crystal Palace at Porto, 175 
miles north of Lisbon, continuing his 
battle for Communist control of the 
Portuguese revolution. 
In Moscow, the Soviet Union accused 
“ imperialist forces” of interfering in 
Portugal, 
called 
for 
“ massive 
solidarity” behind its Communist 
leaders and charged that North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization military 
forces staged maneuvers to threaten 
the Lisbon government. 
An article in Pravda said Western 
powers were using pressure tactics 
reminiscent of “ things that happened 
just before the Fascist coup in Chile.” 
Kremlin propagandists have endorsed 
charges that the American CIA helped 
overthrow Chile’s Marxist president 
Salvador Allende and install a rightist 
junta. 
The general strike was called after 
an evening in which a Communist 
worker was killed and IOO persons 
injured in a shoot-out in a small nor­ 
thern town and Premier Vasco Gon- 
calves lashed anti-Communists in a 
speech to 5,000 left-wing labor union 
members in Almada, near Lisbon. 
Chenault W on't 
Resign Despite 
Conviction 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P)— Cin­ 
cinnati Vice Mayor William Chenault, 
after pleading guilty to four counts of 
falsification of city records, said he 
will not resign his post. 
Chenault, however, said he has not 
yet formulated further political plans. 
The Cincinnati Democrat’s candidacy 
for reelection to Cincinnati City 
Council this fall was not endorsed by 
the local party. 
“ I can’t tell you now,” Chenault told 
newsman, “ I ’m sick about this whole 
thing, and I have to get over this before 
I make a decision.

people,“ Chenault said, “ I paid out to 
some individuals monies that were not 
listed on vouchers. The totals on the 
vouchers were correct.

Drilling O p eratio n 
M odel At Fair 


COLUM BUS, Ohio (A P ) - A 
working scale model of an oil well 
drilling operation will be among at­ 
tractions in the Department of Natural 
Resources exhibit at its seven-acre 
area at the Ohio State Fair. 
The fair opens a 12-day run on 
Thursday. 
The Appalachian Green Parks 
Project, a folk music group, will 
provide daily entertainment at the 
exhibit. The group will use a replica of 
a grist mill, a log cabin and a 
Conestoga wagon in telling the story of 
how natural resources have helped in 
the development of Ohio. 
A cascading waterfall and a lake 
with fish, ducks and beaver will be 
displayed. Tanks containing fish, 
turtles and snakes will be on exhibit. 


“ The state may secure the man’s 
procreative rights by merely making 
unconsented abortion a grounds for di­ 
vorce,” it suggested. 
“ The man may then enter into a new 
marriage relationship and the state 
may thereby protect his procreative 
interests without infringing upon the 
former wife’s right to abortion.’’ 
The appeals court said a minor’s 
right to an abortion must be upheld 
because teen-age motherhood could 
seriously impair a girl’s physical and 
psychological health. 
“ The magnitude of the minor’s in­ 
terest ... suggests that the develop­ 
mental differences between adults and 
minors do not warrant denying con­ 
stitutional protection to the minor’s 
abortions,” the appeals court said. 
It said most girls would normally 
consult their parents, but it added that 
the decision would prevent a hostile set 
of parents from forbidding an abortion 
without considering the best interests 
of their daughter. 
“ The requirement of parental 
permission is unlikely to achieve the 
state’s aim of insuring the preser­ 
vation of the family,” the court said. 
“ If a minor’s pregnancy has fractured 
the family structure, imposition of a 
parental prohibition of abortion cannot 
reasonably be expected to restore the 
family’s viability as a unit.” 
Bronfman 
Threatened 
W ith Death 


NEW YORK (AP) - The alleged 
kidnapers of whisky heir Samuel 
Bronfman 2nd planned the abduction 
months ago and threatened to kill him 
and his multimillionaire father unless 
a ransom demand was met quickly, 
the F B I says. 
In a complaint filed Monday in U.S. 
District Court, the FB I said Mel 
Patrick Lynch, a New York City 
fireman, and Dominic Byrne, a 
limousine operator, admitted seizing 
the 21-year-old victim. 
Rejecting a defense plea that the two 
were “ amateurs involved in some kind 
of lark,” U.S. Magistrate Martin D. 
Jacobs set $500,000 bail for Lynch and 
$200,000 for Byrne on a charge of ex­ 
torting the $2.3-million ransom. 
Later Monday, Westchester Dist. 
Atty. Carl Vergari said he would press 
state kidnaping charges against the 
two Irishbom Brooklynites because 
they had not taken their alleged cap­ 
tive across state lines, a necessary 
qualification for applying federal 
kidnap statutes. 
Samuel was seized early August 9 
sometime after he left the lavish 
Yorktown Heights estate of his father, 
Edgar, the head of the Seagram 
Company, Ltd., the world’s largest 
distillers. 
After a tense week of waiting and the 
delivery of the $2.3 million ransom, he 
was rescued unharmed Sunday by the 
F B I and city police from Lynch’s 
Brooklyn apartment.

To Increase 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — About 200 
of the state’s 1,200 nursing homes will 
get decreases in July Medicaid sub­ 
sidies, a spokesman for the Public 
Welfare Department said Monday. 
State welfare Director Raymond F. 
McKenna said increases in the Aid to 
Dependent Children (ADC) welfare 
program have forced the cuts in 
nursing home reimbursements. 
McKenna told the State Controlling 
Board the legislature provided funding 
for the $11.28 per recipient ADC raise, 
but not a $61.5 million increase for the 
nursing homes. 
“ I cannot sustain operations in a 
deficit posture,” he told the controlling 
board. 
Democrats control the General 
Assembly and the controlling board, a 
watchdog finance agency which 
oversees special appropriations and 
transfers of state budget dollars. 
McKenna said the two-year budget, 
approved in June, contained language 
changing the formula for subsidies to 
the homes, amounting to higher 
payments. 


McKenna asked state controllers for 
a supplemental $30 million ap­ 
propriation for nursing homes. 
“ The alternative action,” he said, 
“ would be to initiate a three per cent 
cut across the board in all programs.” 
The request will be considered by the 
board at a special meeting, tentatively 
set for late next week.

Sammon is Stanton’s cousin. 


“ I think she (Mrs. Hearst) can offer 
useful information as to harboring,” 
U.S. Atty. John Cottone said after a 
court hearing Monday in which the 
Scotts and Martin Miller, a Scott friend 
now studying in New York, sought to 
quash their subpoenas on grounds they 
had been wiretapped, harassed and 
threatened by the FBI. 
Government attorneys denied there 
was any wiretapping or harassment. 
U.S. District Court Judge R. Dixon 
Herman took the ScottMiller requests 
under advisement. 
Mrs. Hearst told newsmen in San 
Francisco last week she had no idea 
why she was subpoenaed to testify — 
“ I don’t know why I am going.” 
Scott’s brother, Walter, had also 
been subpoenaed, but Cottone said his 
appearance — scheduled for today — 
was canceled. 
“ We didn’t think it would 
be 
productive and might just prolong the 
legal hassling,” Cottone said.

Scott 
has 
repudiated 
statements in which he claimed he had 
seen Patricia Hearst twice since she 
went into hiding, and that his family 
helped harbor her. 
In an affidavit filed with the court by 
Jack and Micki Scott’s attorney, 
William Kunstler, Walter Scott said he 
was drinking and taking pills when he 
told newsmen last week about seeing 
Miss Hearst in his parents’ Las Vegas 
apartment and again in New York 
City. 
In the affidavit, Walter Scott also 
retracted statements that his brother 
knew where Miss Hearst was now and 
that Jack Scott demanded $200,000 
from the FB I to deliver her into cus­ 
tody.
